That was my contri- 
vance tp fcaUer themup anoTdowri the country, and not fuf- 
fer them to come together. Sending away the governor of 
CoUraiHi and giving way for the Irijb to force the river, was 
a good contrivance, and his leaving them and going for 
Scotland.
